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From  the 

Rabbi's  Desk 

he  Passover  Haggadah  is  a  remarkable  work 
on  many  counts: 

•  For  the  way  it  weaves  together 
strands  from  biblical  sources, 
the  rabbinic  period  and  medieval  texts; 

•  For  its  deliberate  liturgical  structure  that  incorporates  so 
many  different  rituals  (parsley,  maror,  the  four  cups  of 
wine,  three  matzot )  and  so  many  blessings  instead 
of  the  standard  Shabbat  and  holiday  routine  of 
Kiddush  and  Motzi', 

•  For  providing  us  with  a 
didactic  program  designed 
to  encourage  questions  and 
conversation; 

•  For  sensing  the  need  for 
drama  or  action  or  song  just 
when  things  seem  to  be 
getting  a  bit  long-winded. 

But  perhaps  most  remarkable  of  all  is  the  spirit  that 

pervades  the  Haggadah.  Step  back  for  a  moment  and  think 
about  the  circumstances  under  which  its  basic  structure 
and  central  texts  were  arranged.  The  core  of  the  Haggadah 
was  formulated  during  the  rabbinic  period  under  Roman 
domination  and  persecution,  yet  the  texts  primarily 
reflect  celebration,  hope  and  gratitude. 

Flow  easy  it  would  have  been  for  Rabban  Gamliel  to 
give  in  to  the  sense  of  despair,  to  subvert  the  biblical  text, 
to  give  voice  to  the  sense  of  identification  with  our 
enslaved  ancestors  and  declare:  ’In  each  generation  one  is 
required  to  see  him/herself  as  if  s/he  had  been  enslaved  in 
Egypt'  (rather  than  'as  if  s/he  had  been  liberated  from 
Egypt').  The  only  extent  to  which  we,  as  Jews,  do 
identify  with  the  oppressed  is  to  remember  that  we 
were  once  slaves  in  a  foreign  land  and  therefore  we 
must  have  compassion  on  the  slave,  the  stranger,  the 
widow,  the  orphan,  the  poor... 

And  how  much  more  natural  it  would  have  been  to 
reference  the  biblical  account  of  servitude  and  freedom  in 
the  Book  of  Exodus  as  our  central  text  at  the  seder ,  rather 
than  to  use  the  awkward  passage  from  Deuteronomy  ('My 
ancestor  was  a  wandering  Aramean. . .').  Yet  that 
temptation  was  resisted,  too,  because  the  passage  from 
Deuteronomy,  for  all  its  brevity,  concludes  with  praise 
of  God  and  a  message  of  hope. 

To  be  sure,  there  are  passages  in  the  Haggadah  that  do 
give  voice  to  a  sense  of  victimization,  but  only  two  come

immediately  to  my  mind:  one  is  V'hi  she'amda,  a 
three-line  declaration,  sung  to  a  fairly  catchy 
tune  and  with  our  wine  glasses  raised:  .  .in 
every  generation  they  arose  to  annihilate  us,  but 
the  Holy  One  saved  us  from  their  hands.1  The 
emphasis  is  not  on  how  we  have  been 
persecuted,  but  on  God's  promise  to  deliver  us. 
And  the  second  passage  is  Chad  gadya,  which 
none  of  us  thinks  of  as  being  a  melancholic 
allegory/Jewish  history  lesson. 

The  message  is  clear:  Our  tradition,  even 
when  circumstances  certainly  would  have 
warranted  it,  eschews  the  glorification  of 
suffering.  Suffering  is  something  to  be 
endured;  life  and  living  are  to  be  glorified, 
praised  and  sanctified.

Yom  HaShoah: 
Commemorating  the 
Holocaust  as  a  Community

On  Wednesday,  April  21,  at  6:00  pm, 

our  congregation  will  observe  Yom 
HaShoah,  Holocaust  Remembrance  Day. 
We  will  be  privileged  to  listen  to  a 
survivor,  Fred  Margulies,  share  with  us  his 
memories  of  November  9,  1938, 
Kristallnacht,  when  synagogues 
throughout  Germany  and  Austria  were  set 
on  fire.  All  of  us  have  a  solemn  obligation 
to  participate  in  this  service,  and  to  accord 
Yom  HaShoah  the  same  religious 
importance  and  reverence  we  give  to 
Yizhor  services  and  to  Tishah  be’Av. 

The  destruction  of  Solomon’s  Temple  by 
the  Babylonians  in  586  B.C.E.  was  the  first 
great  national  tragedy  in  Jewish  history. 
During  the  subsequent  exile,  four  fast  days 
commemorating  this  calamitous  event 
were  added  to  the  Jewish  calendar:  the 
10th  day  of  the  Hebrew  month  of  Tevet, 
when  the  siege  of  Jerusalem  began;  the 
17th  of  Tammuz,  when  the  walls  of 
Jerusalem  were  breached;  the  3rd  of  Tishri, 
marking  the  assassination  of  the  governor 
of  Jerusalem;  and  Tishah  be’Av,  the  9th  of 
Av,  when  the  Temple  was  destroyed. 

And  yet  as  early  as  518  B.C.E.,  with 
the  exile  over  and  the  Temple  being 
rebuilt,  the  Prophet  Zechariah 
proclaimed  that  all  four  of  these  fast  days 
“shall  become  for  the  House  of  Judah 
occasions  for  joy  and  gladness,  and  for 
cheerful  festivals.”  (Zechariah,  8:19) 


Zechariah’s  admonition  went 
unheeded,  all  four  fast  days  have 
remained  on  the  calendar  for  more  than 
2,500  years,  and  the  Book  of 
Lamentations  continues  to  be  read  on 
Tishah  be’Av.  This  is  as  it  should  be. 

The  Holocaust  was  no  less  a  national 
Jewish  catastrophe  than  the  destruction  of 
the  first  and  second  Temples,  and  Yom 
HaShoah  is  as  religiously  meaningful,  as 
divinely  inspired  as  Tishah  be’Av. 
Thousands  of  Jewish  communities  and 
thousands  upon  thousands  of  synagogues 
and  shtiblach,  the  small  Hassidic  prayer 
rooms,  were  decimated  during  the 
Holocaust;  hundreds  of  thousands  of 
Torah  scrolls  and  other  sacred  Jewish 
writings  were  consumed  by  flames;  and 
millions  of  Jewish  men,  women  and 
children  were  cruelly,  brutally  annihilated. 
Entire  families  perished,  their  names  and 
memory  lost  forever. 

The  murdered  victims  of  the  Shoah 
must  be  mourned  by  the  entire  Jewish 
people,  not  just  by  those  of  us  with  a 
direct  familial  connection  to  the  dead.  We 
must  integrate  their  remembrance  into 
our  liturgy,  not  as  an  afterthought  but 
with  the  dignity  of  a  separate  space  on  the 
Jewish  religious  calendar  with  its  own 
unique  identity  and  ritual.  The  voices  and 
memories  of  the  survivors  chronicling  the 
cataclysm  must  enter  our  theology  just  as 
Jeremiah’s  and  Ezekiel’s  testimonies 
became  part  of  our  sacred  Scripture. 

That  is  why  we  must  join  together  on 
April  21  to  say  Kaddish  for  all  the  victims 
of  the  Shoah  who  have  no  one  to 


remember  them.  Both  individually  and  as 
a  community,  we  must  ensure  that  their 
haunting  shadows  remain  for  all  times  a 
burning  scar  on  our  national 
consciousness. 


Holocaust  Remembrance: 
Voice  From  a  Survivor 

When  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  marks 
Yom  HaShoah  with  a  service  on 
Wednesday,  April  21  at  6:00  pm,  Fred 
Margulies  will  share  his  poignant  tale  of 
survival  with  us.  Mr.  Margulies  was 
born  in  Berlin  in  1927.  His  family  was 
torn  apart  after  Kristallnacht  at  the  end 
of  1938.  He  was  11  years  old  when  he 
was  smuggled  out  of  Germany.  The  sole 
survivor  of  his  family,  Mr.  Margulies  will 
help  us  bear  witness  to  and 
commemorate  this  dark  moment  in  our 
history.  All  are  urged  to  attend  this 
important  service.  In  addition,  at  5:15 
pm,  Mr.  Margulies  will  speak  to  the 
High  School  students  and  their  parents 
at  a  pre-session  in  Room  408,  after 
which  they  will  move  to  the  Sanctuary 
to  join  the  entire  congregation  for  the 
service  and  program.

Achai  VeRe'ai:  Israeli  Youth 
Educators  Visit  Our  School 


or  two  weeks  earlier  this 
semester,  we  were  fortunate  to 
host  a  team  of  wonderful  youth 
educators  from  Israel.  Through 
the  Achai  VeRe’ai  (which  in 
Hebrew  means,  “My  Brothers  and 
Friends”)  program  of  the  Jewish  Agency 
for  Israel,  four  Israelis  in  their  20’s  spent 
time  in  our  classrooms  with  our  students 
in  Gimel  and  up.  The  visit  of  these 
shlichim  (emissaries),  as  we  called  them, 
purposely  coincided  with  the  Synagogue’s 
Shabbaton  and  the  days  leading  up  to  it. 
These  young  people  worked  not  only 
with  our  Congregational  School  students, 
but  also  with  our  High  School  students 
and  adult  learners. 

There  is  no  question  that  our  students 
learned  much  from  the  educational 
sessions  and  activities  the  shlichim 
conducted  with  them.  With  some  groups, 
the  shlichim  taught  about  the  holiday  of 
Tu”B’sh’vat.  With  others,  they  explored  the 
meaning  of  Jewish  symbols  and  identity. 
With  the  older  groups,  the  shlichim 
discussed  various  facets  of  the  current 
situation  in  Israel.  But  most  important  for 
everyone  was  the  mifgash  (encounter) 
aspect  of  the  shlichim’s  visit.  It  was  our 
students’  experience  of  meeting  and 
interacting  with  these  young  Israelis,  who 
came  especially  to  be  with  them,  that  had 
the  greatest  impact.  It  was  extremely 
meaningful  for  the  children  to  ask  the 
shlichim  all  their  questions,  and  have 
them  answered.  The  open  dialogue  that 
took  place  and  the  relationships  that 
developed  were  really  what  the  program 
was  all  about. 

We  will  be  sure  to  keep  in  touch  with 
Hillie,  Yuval,  Pe’era  and  Ariel.  We  may 


even  be  able  to  meet  with  ,  ^ 
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them  in  December  on  the  B  *  * 
congregational  trip  to  Israel.  And  finally, 
we  hope  to  be  able  to  make  the  Achai 
VeRe’ai  program  a  regular  part  of  our 
school’s  program.  When  they  left  us  to  fly 
home  to  Israel,  we  said  ul’hitraot”  (see  you 
soon),  not  ushalom”  (goodbye).

Dealing  With 
Anti-Semitism 

he  fervor  over  Mel  Gibson’s 
movie  release  swirling  through 
our  newspapers,  and  the 
continued  anti-Semitic,  anti-Israel 
propaganda  distributed  on 
campuses  across  the  country,  has  added 
much  to  the  educational  discussions  and 
programs  taking  place  on  the  4th  floor  at  the 
Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  High  School. 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  year,  our 
Junior/Senior  seminar  has  been  one  of  our 
strongest  programs.  Each  week,  we  have  a 
core  group  of  committed,  intelligent,  driven 
students  who  meet  with  us  to  tackle  issues 
of  history  and  current  events.  This  program 
runs  on  a  two-year  cycle  dealing  with  the 
issues  of  anti-Semitism  and  anti-Zionism  by 
helping  to  create  a  cadre  of  infonned, 
educated  young  Jews.  A  program  like  this 
cannot  succeed  as  advocacy  training.  We  do 
not  present  our  students  with  issues  that 
need  to  be  “defended,”  but  rather  we  work 
through  a  curriculum  that  helps  them  to 
learn  about  the  history  of  and  find  personal 
connections  to  Park  Avenue  Synagogue,  the 
Jewish  People,  and  Israel. 

The  addition  to  our  program  of  Dr.  Daniel 
Gordis,  who  met  with  40  of  our  High  School 
students  for  a  Friday  night  Shabbaton 
“afterparty”  discussion  about  Israel  and  his 
life  there,  was  a  revitalizing  experience  for 
our  students,  as  it  was  for  the  many  adult 
learners  who  were  with  him  that  weekend. 
Our  students  asked  poignant,  educated 
questions  about  things  that  they  hear  about 
Israel.  They  spoke  about  the  comparisons  of 
Israel  to  apartheid  South  Africa,  about  the 
issues  surrounding  the  army  in  Israeli  culture 
and  about  the  hope  of  peace  with  the 
Palestinian  people.  It  was  an  incredible  even¬ 
ing  and  our  students  are  still  referring  to  it.
